-Good OonBregatlons. 


Tho services at the various churches on Sun- 


day wore all well attended, and tho children 
wore out In full force at tho Bubbatb Schools. 


AT THB BAPTIST CHUBCH. 


Hcv. Dr. Vosburgh preached last night on 


"The Special 81ns of Political Campaigns." 
Tho usual crowd was present, tho ulBloa being 
niloJ. Tho text W»B Proverbs XIV-B4, "Every 
form of firovorninont" he said, "had UB perils, 
and ours was not exempt from thorn. An 01- 
oltlnKpollllcal canvass whllocontalnlng much 
of Kood, also eoutalncd much that IB evil. 
Christian people are In danger of being so oc- 
cupied with matters political that they forgot 
God nnd religion. TUojr arc also likely to be- 
come uxoltod and glvo utterance In unguarded 
moments to that which will produce lasting 
enmity." His ospcolal point was tho Bin and 
ovll tnUueiico of slander. "It was unjust and 
oruol to the candidates. It tended to kill res- 
pect and rovoroncofor men In high places, 
nnd moat of all It developed the scandal mon- 
ger tendency in tho community, which lingered 
a heritage of woo long alter tho political oan- 
v-«a was over. We also are led by this to look 
upon the lorer and worst eldo of human na- 
ture Inetcnd of Its highest and bettor side. 
Tho remedy ho considered to bo ilrst,a change 
In tho constitution making the elections far- 
ther apart. Boco ad, that each man sot his face 
like a fllut against everything that is corrupt, 
no matter whether It bo for or against his par- 
ty. Butter defeat rather than uso questionable 
moans of attaining success. Thirdly, he con- 
sidered tho nation's hope to lay in Christianiz- 
ing tho masses. The gospol of Jesus Christ 
alone can elevate men to such a standard of 
Intelligence and morality as to make it impos- 
sible to buy and sell tHem on election day. He 
showed at some length the transforming pow- 
er ol the gospel on tho lives ot men. In eon- 
elusion ho said "If iniin bo a Ohrlntian, though 
lie may sin, yet he will not wander far. Ho 
will soon return to tho path of rectitude, and 
at the Journeys end will llnd himself close by 
tho great white throne. Christ is the hope of 
tho Individual and tho race." Tho doctor 
preached for over forty minutes and had tho 
oloao attention of his audience. 


TUB rnESDVTISHIAN anoRCR. 


Kcv. W. H. Prostloy preached an excellent 


sermon yestordayto a largo congregation trona 
HoBctt VI-4, "0 Ephralm, what shall I do unto 
thoo? O Judah, what shall I do unto thcoV 
for your goodness Is as a morning oloud and 
as tho early dew It gooth away." Not ovory 
one who enters tho race Is suocoslful, not 
ovory soldier who enters the bloody Held Is 
victorious, but It Is ho who is successful along 
tho wholo stadium or over tho entire Hold, 
These two llguros Illustrate the Christian life 
to tho prophet. Ho Is successful who having 
put his hand to tho plow docs not look back, 
who forgets tho things that are behind presses, 
forward alter those that Ho In the future. 
Many In our day arc simply a promise, noth- 
ing more, like tho morning oloud or tho spark- 
ling dew, ovor ohangliigand never permanent, 
and It thciy woro not now members ot tho 
church they would not tafcu that step. Their 
vlows wore wall dollnod when tho stop was ta- 
ken! religion was thou paramount and other 
tbliiKS had lo yield. All was real, but now 
much hn» passed nw»y. Then Christ's yoke 
sut lightly upon them, but when they take up 
the uommoudutloBol life alone, old compan- 
ions have to bo mot, and new habits formed. 
They giow woary like Bunyan's pilgrim and 
fall by the way. Why should they attend 
church whon other and older Christians are at 
homo dooply engrossed In some book. Thus 
iloubta uouio and become the foundation of a 
Hkoptleal lllo. Tho strongly faith anchored 
Christians should roach out their bunds aud 
Hit up tho lapsed ones, bring thoaowhoaro 
now groping In darkness lo the light of God's 
love. 


"A TL15A FOB OnniBTIAMlTY." 


Thla subject, which engaged tho hoarora at 


at the English Lutheran ehureh last evening, 
was moflt beautifully sot forth by tho ablo 
pastor, Uov. A. W. Walter, In most glowing 
toriiiB, yet with boldness and at I Imos touching 
tho temlorost oord of a hardened heart, Alter 
a brief Introduction, tho clergyman began in 
lull earnest with "Anchoring Within tho 
Veil," or "A Pica for Christianity." Wo will 
give but a few extracts ot thought. Earthly 
iimilnors letdown tholr anchors into tho doop; 
heavenly onoa caat theirs beyond tho skies. 
Holh need a sure anchorage. Te drift Is as 
fatal In the spirit as It la In tho body. Storms 
arise from both with equal suddenness and 
tury. Uonutllul and appropriate Illustrations 
woro given deduced trom daily life and obser- 
vation. Then nn overwhelming ploal'orjoy- 
lulnoHt) in christinaulty. How la It that tho 
Iiopulur Idea of Christianity has come to bo 
that It la a stern aud solemn life of sacilllco 
which subtracts rather than multiplies tho 
)nys of those who accept? Thla error comos 
li> pnrt from thu fact that modern churches 
hiivo In many oaeos taken their origin or pitch 
from tho awtul Bomltonos of tho dark ages, 
rathor than from the high notes of Joy that 
ooino Irom tho lips of martyrs oven In tholr 
Bovorost persecution. Some of ua wore raised 
In churches that wore trained In graveyards, 
tho only sign on tho Iront being tho undortak- 
o»8, as If to Intimate that this was tho princi- 
ple buslnoes conducted within. Wo have no 
foars that anchoring within tho veil is B false 
Idea. Tho cable that anchors must be miido 
upol thcllborsof oxporlonoo, varied and nu- 
merous. Too many are hold but as by a pack 
thronil, easily broken by any smart tug upon 
It. Wo have no fears that Christianity is false 
Iu Its accredited teachings, but we do four that 
many who profess It and theorize about It do 
not put iu practice Its most weighty precepts, 
to say nothing of the suporstruotural and or- 
namental portions of ItB palatial confessions. 
Just as lung as those are only taught and not 
lived up to, so long wo arc In peril of constant 
i olai'HOH, natlonnllHtlc or Bonsatlonal, or tlntly 
and biully sensual, worldly dovlllsh devices. 
Then iolluwod an earnest admonition, clothed 
In most eloquent language. Truly this was a 
masterly production.
